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U.S. to aid some neutral vessels if attacked

WASHINGTON - The Reagan ad- 
ministration, expanding the role of 
U.S. naval forces in the Persian Gulf, 
has decided to authorize them to aid 
some neutral ships under Iranian at- 
tack, Congressional sources said Fri- 
day. 

The new rules of engagement, 
which were not publicly announced, 
go far beyond the -role originally pre- 


scribed for U.S. forces in the Gulf last 
May when President Reagan ordered 
them to begin escorting 11 Kuwaiti oil 
tankers that had been re-registered 
under the American flag. 

Although many members of Con- 
gress have expressed fear that U.S. 
forces were being drawn into an esca- 
lating war with Iran in the gulf, 
sources said congressional leaders 
voiced no opposition when they were 
briefed on the new policy by Defense

WASHINGTON - President' Ke- 
egan on Friday charged Congress 
with caving in to organized labor with 
its trade bill but supporters of the 
measure said it was his “wishful 
thinking" that a veto would win him a 
version he prefers. 

The president has promised to veto 
the bill because of a provision requir- 
ing all but the smallest employers to 
.give 60 days notice. of plant closings, 
and large-scale layoffs. 

As the Senate began debate on the 
sweeping trade measure Friday, Re- 
agan told a group of conservative 
state legislators that the plant-clos- 
ings provision “would make American

“When they know what the rules 
of engagement are, they can work 
around them.” 

Aspin noted that the Iranians had 
attacked neutral vessels in plain view 
of U.S. naval warships ever since the 
administration announced that it did 
not intend -to come to the .aid of any 
ships not flying the American flog.

JOLIET, III. - Two explosions ripped through a 
riverside grain elevator complex Friday. 

They killed at Jenst two people, injured three 
others and leveled six grain silos and an office 
building, authorities said. 

Three more people were reported missing at the 
ADM Growmhrk complex along the Pcs Plaines 
River about- 40 miles southwest of Chicago, said 
Lynn Behringer, a spokeswoman for the \Vill 
County Emergency Services and Disaster Agency. 

Officials on the scene confirmed that two people 
died and at least three others .were injured, Ms. 
Behringer added. 


“It shook this building like a truck or something 
had hit the back' of this building,” said John 
Vanderlinden, a worker at neaiby Stonitsch Con- 
struction Co. “It was quite a big explosion.” 
Authorities suspect grain dust may have caused 
the first explosion about 11 a.m., which ruptured a 
natural gas main and touched off a second bloat 
moments later, said Fire Chief George Plese. Gra- 
naries pose an explosion risk because of highly 
flammable grain dust. 

The explosions leveled the complex’s six 100- 
feet tall concrete silos, which hold a total of about ' 
100,000 bushels, said Dick Burket, a spokesman 
/for the granary. One silo crushed the adjacent 
one-story office building. . - 


“It's gone, totaled, level, complete - just, like 
dynamite," said Bob Butterfield, 64, a Wilmington 
farmer who said he saw metal and concrete flying 
through the air after the blast. 

“I ran about 30 feet when I fell and rolled, it 
just came down in a big pile," said Butterfield, 
who witnessed the blast while he was leaving the 
complex after unloading a truckload of grain. 

Rescue workers used dogs, bulldozers' and a 
crane to search for two people believed missing in 
a 25-foot-high pile of concrete chunks and twisted 
steel mixed with com and soybeans, authorities 
said.

Video cattle auction keeps pace with market

Times-Ncws writer • ‘ 

JEROME — About 300 buyers watched as 
the heifer yearlings paraded post for inspec- 
tion. The seller watched too, and waited. 

With the instant energy of a bullrider ex- 
ploding from the chute, the auctioneer started 
the bidding on its rapid ride to a sale. 

At that moment, the seller, Kent Gillespie of 
...Heybum, -was in- -Jerome.- His-catlle 


Hagermon, And the bids *vere coming from 
Greeley, Colo., and Omaha, Neb. 

It was a live national cattle auction broad- 
cast by satellite, viewed by television, and bid 
by phone. 

The auctioneer was in Amarillo, Tex. The 
cattle were presented on prerecorded video- 
tape. The buyers were scattered all across the 


country, calling in from broker locations and 
even some from their homes. 

It was Gillespie's first taste of selling by sat- 
ellite Thursday. He was selling a forward con- 
tract. He didn't get the price he wanted, so he 
“passed out” - didn't accept the final bid. Still 
lie was pleased with the result. 

His three-minute sale time turned out to be 
a national television ad for his cattle viewed 
by exactly the audience he wanted to reach, all 
•foronlySJu-hcadr * 

“A lot of people saw those cattle," he said. “If 
the market increases, those buyers know what 
“my cattle looks like und whore to find them." 

Video auctions are the way of the future for 
large bunches of cattle, said Ike Muir who 
manages the Producers Livestock Market As- 
sociation office in Jerome. 

His operation has been involved with satel- 


lite auctions since January. The local response 
has been very good, he said. 

Producers Livestock has brokered four video 
sales so far. Six local sellers have tried their 
hand. Their buye'fTwere from California, Colo- 
rado, Nebraska, Utah, and Idaho. ' ' - 
“We’re just trying to stay up with the 
times," said Muir. “We’re creating another 
form of marketing for our customers.” 

The cattle market moves from West to East. 
'Thebulkoffcediotstmd-meat-packingopera- 
tions are in the Midwest, so that is where the 
majority of buyers ore. The video auction lets 
eastern buyers actually see the western cattle 
they purchase without having to go to them, 
said Don Schifiler, a broker for Producers. 

Muir cited three major advantages to satel- 
lite selling: the seller and the buyer arc still 
trading through a local broker they know they 


can-trust, the cattle never leave .the pasture 
until the sale contract is signed and the check 
is in hand, and the stock are viewed by 200 or 
'300 buyers at a time. 

The practice of selling by satellite has been 
around for ubout five years, Muir said. Produc- 
ers Livestock became a member of the Satel- 
lite Cattle Exchunge which runs the auctions 
when it was formed in January, and is the ex- 
clusive broker for the entire Northwest.

Haffner to receive 
mental evaluation

TWIN FALLS - Fifth District 
Judge Daniel Mcehl sent Roy Haffner, 
47, charged with second-degree mur- 
der, to the Idaho penitentiary for a 
mental evaluation and treatment Fri- 
day. 

Haffner is charged with the sec- 
ond-degree murder of Jesus Hernan- 
dez liisl November. Police found Her-' 
nandoz with a knife with a 9Vi-incK 
blade in his chestun Nov. 10. 

Meehl’s decision suspends the crim- 
inal. case against Haffner Jor 90 days. 
If the state decides Haffncr-is too 
schizophrenic to 6tand trial and assist 
in his defense, he could be committed 
to a mental hospital. 

The key question is whether 
Haffner can assistjn hi s own. defense, 
which is required under: Idaho law. 

Chief Deputy Prosecutor Rocknc 
-Lammers — nnd Public Defender 
Michael J. Wood already have argued; 
over'HnfTner’s mental condition. In 
January, o magistrate judge dis- 
missed first-degree murder charges 
.against Haffner, saying the Twin 
Falls man wasn't capable of forming a 
first-degree murder state of mind. 

After Lammers filed second-degree 
charges against Haffner and got him 


bound over to district court, Mcehl re- 
quested another mental examination . 
•before proceeding. - — 

Friday’s action is the fourth time n 
judge has ordered a mental examina- 
tion of Haffner. 

Lammers said he didn't understand 
why Haffner couldn't stand trial, but 
didn’t object to Wood’s motion to sus- 
pend the proceedings. 

Richard W. Worst, the psychiatrist 
who most recently examined Haffner, 
said Haffner suffered from schizo- 
phrenia. 

"When he starts to talk about the 
crime he has committed, the schizo- 
phrenia starts to take hold and he 
starts to talk about religious types of 
things,” Worst said. . ■ 

Although Lammers didn’t object to 
the motion after examining Worst, he • 
said he was still troubled by Worst’s 
conclusion. 

The psychiatrist said Haffner could 
understand his proceedings; “the 
charges against him and the conse- 
quences of his act, “yet, this indicates 
he doesn’t have the ability to assist in 
hiB own defense beyond giving simple 
historical facts of what happened,’’

Particularly in Idaho and other 
largely rural states, many remain nn- 
ive about the choices and compro- 
mises they will have to make. 

“I don’t think we’ve been as ready 
to open up options to our kids ns peo- 
ple have in other places,” Barsncss 
said. “There is a growing recognition 
’ that the family structure is not the 
same as it has been. But we need to 
talk more about the importance of.in- 
terdcpendence. That’s not easy to 
work out." 

She said she hopes research on the 
problem eventually finds its way into 
the curriculum for school counselors 
so teen-agers at least have a fighting 
chance of preparing for the evolving 
roles or men and women iifAiherica.

IRS revokes PTL’s tax-exempt status 


COLUMBIA; S.C. (AP) — The Internal Revenue 
Service revoked the tax-exempt status of the PTL 
television' ministry Friday and said contributions 
to the financially troubled organization are no 
longer tax deductible. # 

PTL officials, who are trying to reorganize the 
ministry’ih‘U.STBahk'mpf<^(^uri~ih' Columbia^ 
have said the tax-exempt status is essential to 
PTL’s survival because it depends on tax-deduct- 
ible contributions to operate. PTL has a Christian 
theme park and a cable television network based in 
Fort Mill. 

David Clark, PTL’s court-appointed trustee,. was 
not immediately Tvailable for - commenir PTL‘ 
spokeswoman Linda Ivey said. 

The IRS claims PTL owes more than S55 million 
in taxes from June 1983 to June 1987, the month 


PTL filed for protection from creditors because of 
$72 million in debts, not counting the IRS claim. 

The announcement by the IRS office in Atlanta 
follows a federal appeals court ruling Wednesday 
dissolving a preliminary injunction that had pre- 
vented the IRS from revoking the tax-exempt sta- 
tus." ' 

“We felt • the organization has not operated 
within the guidelines ... in its original charter,” Los 
Witmer, a spokesman for the IRS regional office,, 
said Friday. 

The revocation is based on the IRS’ examination 
of PTL’s records in bankruptcy court, Witmer said. 

AnTRS report in December concluded" xhnrPTL- 
founders Jim and Tammy Faye Bakker and their 
aides profited excessively from donations to the 
ministry. In addition, jlhe IRS held that much of 


PTL’s Heritage USA theme park operations were 
commercial rather than ministerial. 

PTL had “excessive unrelated business income 
or income which was not really in keeping with the 
tax-exempt purpose," Witmer said. 

The Bakkcrs received $10.7 million in their last 
seven years,- with the ministry, $9.4 million of 
which was excessive a’nd unreasonable, the IRS re- 
port said. 

Bakker resigned March 19, 1987, when a story 
was about to break that he had had sex with for- 
mer church secretary Jessica Hahn in 1980 and 
that the ministry had paid her $265,000 in hush 
—money: i ~*~ ■ 

An IRS statement said the agency "can no longer 
assure taxpayers ofthe deductibility of cbntribu- ' 
lions to PTL.-" 


Carter faults churches in easing human suffering 


ATLANTA (AP) — Politicians are 
doing more than churches to ease hu- 
man suffering, and differences among 
essentially similar religions are wid- 
ening the gap, former President 
J immy Carter said Thursday. 

Carter opened a three-day confer- 
ence on “Theology, Politics and Peace" 
sponsored by the Carter Center and 
Emory University’s Candler School of 
Theology. The conference is examin- 


ing the role of religious values in polit- 
ical decisions. - 

The political arena, Carter said, fos- 
ters a dynamic competition to find 
better ways to house the homeless 
and feed the hungry that is sadly 
lacking in most churches. 

He said many churches and denom- 
inations have an "embryonic sense of 
self-congratulation" that makes them 
seek out people “just like us" and be-

TWIN FALLS - There’s some- 
thing to be said for on athlete who. 


Day in and day out, trains and pre- 
pares not for public recognition, but 
for his own love for sport. 

There nrp 12 such athletes in the 
Magic Valley. They are a port of the 
Twin Falls Elks’ Boxing Club, possi- 
bly the most successful boxing club 
in the state. 

On Saturday, the boxing Elks will 
wind up their seven-month season 
with a 16-fight card beginning at 
7:30 p.m. at the Elks Lodge. 

The fighters that make up the 
...Elks’ boxing club may be..the most . 
successful and least known~athletes ; 
in the area. ... 

According to trainer Woody Tur- 
ley, the fighting Elks have been on 
the winning end of 72 percent of 
their matches. Two boxing brothers, 
Ron and Melvin Carnell of Jerome, 
arej reigning Idaho State Golden 
Gloves champions in their respective 
weight divisions. 

Reasons for the club’s lock of no- 
toriety can be speculated upon, but 
the most obvious is the fact the box- 
ing is not a sanctioned sport on the 
high school level. Whatever direction 


the^e boys take in their fighting ca- 
reers is on their own time and, no 
doubt, their sport will play second 
fiddle in popularity to the likes 
high sch ool footbalLand-baskatball. 


All of the fighting Elks’ are mem- 
bers of the Amateur Boxing Federa- 
tion (ABF). According to Turley, $2S 
a year will provide a young athlete 
with a place to work out and mem- 
bership in the ABF. The S25 actually 
goes towards medical insurance pro- 
vided by the ABF. 

The Twin Falls Elks Club has ac- 
tually only sponsored’ the young box- 
ers since February. Ten years prior 
to that, the boxers fought under the 
title of the Jerome Boxing Club. Tur- 
ley said the move-to theJSlks' Club 
was essentially due to the service or- 
ganization’s facility. 

The dedication of the young fight- 
ers is nothing less than amazing. 

Turley said that only 1 in ' 20 
youths actually stick with the pro- 
gram over a year, but those who do 
are usually around four or five years. 

In the case ofMelvin and Ron Car- 
nell, 10 years of hard work has been, 
their dues, but the fruits of their la- 
bor have been sweetrMelvin has won 
the Golden Gloves state title three 
consecutive years and brother Ron 
has taken the title the last two years. 



. .The .quality lighters, according to 
Turley, begin around age . 10. That is 
the minimum age a fighter can com- 
pete in compliance with ABF regula- 
tions. 

The usual workout regimen, ac- 
cording to Elks' coaches Mel Carnell 
and Mike Capps, consists of two-hour 
.daily L workouls in the gym and two to 
four miles a doy running. When all is 
said and . done, these young fighters 
commit around three hours of train- 
ing daily.
